140 varieties of the different crops) 
are being tested this year in replicated 
plots, as well as numerous selections.

six were discontinued. In the past 
few years fifty-eight varieties or 
strains of spring wheat have been 


found wanting in one or more respects | 
which would put them at a discount 


on the commercial market, or they 
have not equalled standard varieties 
now in use. At present fifty-one 
varieties of wheat are under con- 
sideration.

Spraying Currants for Aphis and 
Currant Fruit Worm 


1. For several years there has been 
a louse on the underside of the currant 
leaves that turned them red, 

2 Last year there was a small 
white worm in the berries that ruined 
the crop. Nearly all the fruit dropped 
off. 

What should I do and at what stage 
of growth to prevent the two evils? 

CRW. 

Ans.: These two questions are rep- 
resentative of scores on the same sub- 
ject that, have reached us this past 
winter, indic ating widespread trouble. 
The bushes are affected with two ait- 
ferent pests. 

1. The lice accumulating on the 
undersides of the leaves, causing them 
to pucker and turn red, are aphides, 
for which the treatment is 4 contact 
epray such as kerosene emulsion or 
nicotine sulphate, the latter preferred. 
Nicotine sulphate may be purchased 
commercially as Black Leaf 40, whic h 
any drug store should be able to sup- 
ply. It comes with directions, The 
first and most important spray should 
be made just as the leaf buds are 
opening and subsequent applications 
will likely be required from time to 
time. Aphides multiply ot 4 terrific 
rate, #0 it i# important to watch for 
the first few and spray them before 
they increase. They can be killed only 
by contact, and since they are on the 
undersides of the leaves it is necessary 
to direct the spray upwards with con- 
siderable force onee the leaves have 
expanded, Very thorough work te 
called for and this means a fine spray, 
forcibly delivered. 

2. The small white worm in the

usually falls to the ground before the 
crop is picked. Maggots may be 
found infecting mueh of such fruit. | 
Following is the most recent informa- 
tion we have on this pest, which is a 
hard one to deal with, Quoting from 
a letter received from K. M. King, in 
charge of the Dominion Entomological 
Laboratory, Saskatoon, Sask.: 


“Life History. The parent flies 
begin to emerge from the soil 
under currant bushes about the 
end of May in normal years on the 
prairies and are present until 
early in July. Sach female lays 
about 200 eggs, one in a berry, and 
thus can do much harm. The ere 
is placed just under the skin of 
the fruit and the female chooses 
for this purpose the largest cur- 
rants, then about three-quarters 
grown, The eges hatch in four to 
seven days and the maggots soon 
work into the centre of the berry, 
where they attack the seeds. The 
maggot becomes full-grown’ in 
about two weeks, leaves the fruit 
and forms the pupa, or resting 
stage, in the soil below the bushes. 
In this stage the pest remains in 
the soil until the following spring. 


“Control. It must be admitted 
that no very satisfactory means 
control have yet been established 
for this pest. An heroic but very 
effectual method is to pick the 
entire crop of fruit and destroy it 
while all of it is still green, thus 
killing all the maggots before they 
.emerge. In +a rather isolated 
garden, if this method is used in 
one year the currant fly will be 
kept down for several years. 


“Recent preliminary work by 
Professor A, V. Mitchener, of the 
University of Manitoba, indicates 
that the pest may be largely 


checked by spraying the currant 
bushes with calcium arsenate. The 
spraying is done the first week in 
June in years with normal spring 
weather. The calcium arsenate 
(or lead arsenate) is used at the 


rate of one to two heaping table- 
spoonsful to a gallon of .water, | 
stirring up well, adding a little | 


lime and applying as a fine spray, | 


covering the fruit and foliage 
thoroughly. (This spray is also 
effective against the green cur- 
rant worm, which attacks the 
leaves).” 


We quote further from a letter by | 
Prof. Mitchener, dated April 17, 1934.: 


Manitoba the

“We find that in 
adult flies begin to 
common lilacs are in full bloom. 
It is possible this may indicate 
the time when the flies begin to 
emerge in your area. They begin 
to lay eggs shortly after emer- 
gence and the spray should be 
applied so that it is on the plants 
when the first flies appear. I be- 
lieve that a second spray should 
be applied about ten days after the 
first one in order that the bushes 
pay be freshly covered when the 
later flies emerge. It would be 
of interest to me personally to 
know about the date when the 
flies emerge in your latitude.” 


While very grateful for Mr. King's! 
and Professor Mitchener’s recom- 
mendations, which come from excellent 
authority in each case, we would ven- 
ture to add a general caution about 
too free use of adhesive arsenical 
sprays as the fruit is approaching 
maturity, Lead arsenate thus applied 
in 1930 for the control of tent cater- 
pillar adhered so w Il that the fruit 
when picked carried a percentage of 
arsenic which the chemist pronounced 
not quite safe for human consumption. 


CANADIAN CHEESE MUST 
DATED IN FUTURE! 


In future all Canadian cheese and | 
all packages containing cheese will 
be marked with the date of manufac- 
ture. By Order in Council, dated 19th 
March, the date of the manufacture | 
will be applied to the cheese within | 
24 hours after the cheese is removed 
from the press, the date mark indi- 
cating the day of the month and the 
month of the year, thus: % would in- 
dicate the third of April. For some 
two years, independent retail organi- 
zations have requested the dating of 
cheese, and speaking some time ago 
at the annual convention of the East- 
ern Ontario Dairymen's Association, 
Mr. J. F. Singleton, Dairy and Cold 
Storage Commissioner for Canada, 
said that “the adoption of the prac- 
tice of showing the dates of manufac- | 
ture seems likely not only to meet the 
wishes of a substantial number of re- 
tailers of Canadian cheese but also to 
have a beneficial influence in market- 
ing our so-called “fodder” cheese, If 
showing the dates of manufacture 
will tend to break down the prejudice 
now existing against our late fall 
cheese, the work involved in applying 
the additional marks to the cheese 
and to the boxes will be well worth 
while.” 


RELATES GRIM STORY 


Diary of Sicetialon Found By Soviet 
Expedition in Arctic 


An Arctic diary has been found re- 
lating a grim story of the Arctic by 
its discovery on Cape Chelyushkin by 
a Soviet expedition which has just 
returned to Leningrad. The diary was 
written by Peter Teasen, a Norwegian 
who was a member of Amundsen's ex- 
pedition to the Aretic in 1919 on the 
ship Maude. Tessen was lost in 1019, 
but the diary contains valuable in- 
formation in the form of messages in- 
tended for Amundsen concerning & 
sleigh expedition to the Alexis Islands 
and Cape Chelyushkin. The notes, 
which also contain the results of ex- 
tensive meteorological observations, 
are stated to be in excellent state of 
preservation, although weitten with an 
ordinary lead pencil.

BEST GRASSES FOR HOME LAWNS 

The Experimental Farm at Frederic. 
ton, N.B, of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculttre, is famous among 
other things as an authority on the 
growing of pasture and other grasses, 
and on that account Mr. L. C. Young 
of that farm was asked to deliver an 
address at the University of Maine, 
Orono, on grasses for the home lawn. 
After having described the charac. 
teristics of an ideal lawn and having 
dealt in detail with the various grasses 
suitable for lawns, Mr. Young recom- 
mended for the average lawn a mix- 
ture of 4 parts Kentucky Blue erass 
and one part Red Top at the rate of 
8 to 4 pounds per 1,000 square feet of 


this mixture does not give satisfac- 
tory results owing to local conditions, 
Rhode Island bent grass should be 
used at the rate of 2 to 8 pounds per 
1,000 square feet. For shady areas, 
one-third the quantity of Rough- 
Stalked Meadow grass should be 
added. As Mr, Young points out, 
failure to grow in shady places is due 
more often to conditions of low fer- 
tility and lack of moisture than to 
the shade itself. It has been the ex- 
perience at Fredericton that, if these 
conditions are remedied, the standard 
mixture of Kentucky Blue grass and 
Red Top will prove quite satisfactory 
in most situations,

broadly under two general headings— 
{a) the bent grasses, and (b) the blue 
grasses and others. The more familiar 
bent grasses are Red Top, Rhode Is- | 
land Bent, Velvet Bent, and Creeping 
Bent. Red Top produces a fine quality 
of turf gwenerally speaking, though not 
as fine as some of the other bents. It 


is aggressive, but lacks durability and 
permanency, and for those and other, 
reasons Red Top is commonly sown 


in a mixture of Kentucky Blue grass, | 
Rhode Island Bent is smaller and 
much finer in texture than Red Top, | 
but does not form aas compact a sod) 
as Creeping Bent. Rhode Island Bent 
makes a very fine turf and is recom > | 
mended on general lawns where Ken- 
tucky Blue grass will not thrive, Vel- | 
vet Bent is undoubtedly the finest of. 
all bent grases grown from seed for! 
lawns and greens, but requires special , 
eare and is recommended only under 
special conditions. It is practically | 
impossible at Fredericton to secure a 
pure strain of Velvet Bent. With re- 
gard to Creeping Bent, the many) 
different strains vary greatly in the 
type of turf they produce, but if a) 
really good strain, such as Metro- 
politan or Washington, is secured, and 
proper care taken of the green, the 
result will be the finest turf in the 
world, However, from their nature 
of growth, the bent grasses are very 
aggressive, and for some reasons must 
be closely cut or a tangled mass of 
runner will be the result. They re-} 
quire abundant moisture and special 
care in the way of top-dressing and 
fertilizing. They are also costly in 
establishment, and for these reasons 
bent grasses are not recommended for 
general lawn purposes, 
Kentucky Blue grass is the 
generally recommended of all lawn 
grasses, It thrives under a_ great 
range of soil and climatic conditions, 
and is resistant to drought, but natur- 
ally reaches its best development in 
a rich moist soil, It produces a firm, 
even sod of fairly fine texture, and 
though, of course, not as fine as the 
bents, is durable, permanent and ag- 
gressive. It has the disadvantage of 
being slow in germination and for that 
Red Top should be added to 
Kentucky Blue grass is 
reported in various quarters as not 
thriving in acid sv ils, but such has 
not been the experience at Frederic- 
ton. Fertility and not acidity is the 
limiting factor. Canada Blue grass 
will grow on poorer soils than Ken- 
tucky blue, but does not produce a 
desirable turf and should not be used 
for lawn purposes. Chevring's or 
European Red Fescue and Rough- 
Stalked grass may be recommended 
for shady situations. White Dutch 
clover may be included in the mixture 
if desired. It will not grow on an 
acid soil, but under satisfactory con- 
ditions it will prove permanent and 
has an added adayntage in that it is 
always green—even immediately after 
cutting and during dry weather.

buffalo bones that literally strewed the 


prairies Those bones, to be crushed 
and used as fertilizer, had a cash value 
of up to twenty dollars per ton A 
man with any kind of team of broom 
tail cayuses and an old wagon with 
wire wrapped around the tires could 
easily gather from a quarter to a half 
ton of bones in a day Along the rail 
road tracks near the empty elevators 
those bones were hauled and piled in 
ricks twenty feet high and perhaps 
a hundred yards longs And that 
spelled some comfort hoes, clothing 
and a sack of flour for many ’ 
poverty-struck family 

In closing I want to tell you of the 
year 1891, immediately following three 
crop failures That year was a com 
plete turnover, and [I believe’ is on 
record as the biggest crop North 
Dakoto ever grew Any old rusted- 
out binder simply curled up its lip 
and balked at sight of such a crop.| 
You had to have a new binder. And 
now I say again to my Peace River 
friends “Cheer up! After things are 
real bad for a while they always get 
worse!’ To many of us the crop of 
91 was worse than the years of

MANY VISITORS TO ALTA. PARKS 


More than 240,000 visitors regis- 
tered at the seven national parks 


within Alberta during the year from 
March 31, 1932 to March 31, 1933, ac- 
cording to the report of the dominion 
parks commissioner just issued. Of 
these over 139,000 registered at Banff 
park, 39,000 at Elk Island Park east 
of Edmonton, 11,000 at Jasper, 35,000 
at Waterton Lakes, and 12,000 at the 
Wainwright Buffalo Park. 


COAL OUTPUT FOR FEBRUARY 


Total output of coal in the province 
for February was 362,870 tons, a de- 
crease of 135,476 tons from February 
of 1933. 


NURSERIES AT JAIL FARMS 


Small nurseries which will in future 
be supply centres for certain distri- 
bution of small trees for farmers and 
rural districts, have been established 
this spring at the two provincial jails 
at Fort Saskatchewan and Lethbridge. 
Seedlings are now being sent to these 
institutions and to the Ponoka mental 
hospital from the central provincial 
nurseries at Oliver, near Edmonton. 
The grounds at these institutions will 
be utilized for development of these 
seedlings under proper supervision, 
and in a couple of years or so trees 
should be available for distribution 
for beautifying of farms, school 
grounds, etc, 


HOMESTEAD GRANTS 


Total homesteads filed upon in the 
province during 1933 were 3,580, of 
which 929 were issued to women, The 
total shows a_ slight decrease from 
1922, 


ALBERTA HOG MARKETINGS 


Alberta marketed a total of 1,082,- 
169 hogs in 1983, of which 7.92 per 
cent graded selects, and 32.57 graded 
bacons. Alberta’s total marketings 
were 32 per cent of Canada’s market- 
ings, this province being second only 
to Ontario in the number marketed, 
Improvement in quality is being noted 
in the Alberta hogs, the percentage of 
selects marketed for tha first two 
months of 1984 having been 9.78 and 
the percentage of bacons being 35.60 
per cent, 


JUNIOR FARM CLUBS 
Junior farm clubs in the province 
will be more numerous than ever this 
year, the demand for this class of ag- 
ricultural extension work having 
grown tremendously in the past few 
years.

Canada, said Mr. MacDermot be- 
came a nation in 1918, after the 
colonial conference, and became a 
member of the League of Nations in 
1926. 


Defending the League of Nations, 
the speaker said that it was the only 
machinery offering security to the 
nations of the world, and while it 
could not absolutely prevent war it 
could isolate the warring nations as 
disease is isolated. 

“The League, if it is to accomplish 
its purpose,” said Mr. MacDermot, 
must have the substantial backing of 
the majority of the people of the 
nations of the world.” Personally, he 
was optimistic that the League would 


finally accomplish that for which it 
was formed. 

Following his address the audience 
was given an opportunity to ask 
questions.
